KINGSTON 
Charging that “ the bu reau ­ 
cracy in Washington ju st doesn’t 
care,” Mayor Francis R. Koe­ 
nig today called a special meet­ 
ing of the Common Cou ncil for 
Wednesday night when he will 
present “ all the facts abou t the 
recently completed federal cen­ 
su s in Kingston, 
The preliminary figu res re­ 
leased early this month indi­ 
cated a 4.100 popu lation loss in 
Kingston from the last censu s 
in 1960 which showed slightly 


more than 29,000 persons. 
The mayor wrote the censu s 
bu reau dispu ting their figu res 
and charging that the censu s 
had been incomplete and there­ 
fore inaccu rate. 
Koenig received 
a reply last 
Wednesday 
from 
Jam es 
W. 
Tu rbitt regional director of the 
censu s bu reau headqu artered in 
Boston which said in part, "a 
check of ou r figu res has not re­ 
su lted in any change in ou r pre­ 
liminary 
estimates. 
Having 
verified the figu res and having 
been qu ite thorou gh in condu ct­ 


ing the enu meration, we feel 
confident that the cou nt is cor­ 
rect." 
Tu rbitt continu es, “ However, 
there is always a possibility of 
erroi and we want to give you 
every opportu nity to find the 
people whom 
we may 
have 
missed. Therefore I am enclos­ 
ing 
a 
su pply 
of Were 
You 
Cou nted forms." 
Tu rbitt gave Koenig 8 0 forms 
and 10 days to retu rn them. 
“ I need 99 forms to start.** 
the mayor said. According to 
the m ayor he’s been contacted 


,by 99 families representing 318 
persons 
who 
claimed 
they 
weren’t cou nted in the censu s. 
“ And they’re still coming in." 
he said. 
Still, the 318 persons total is 
a long way from 4.100 bu t the 
mayor appears confident that a 
few thou sand more will tu rn u p. 
Koenig agrees that the trend 
in city popu lation is definitely 
downward bu t he doesn’t think 
it's been that bad in Kingston. 
“ I'd say that we've lost some 
people,” he said. “ Bu t no more 


than 1.500. I c a n't bu y this 4.100 
figu re

Drowning, Gu n Fatal on Week end

A 31-year-old Long Island man 
accidentally drowned in a boat­ 
ing accident that occu rred Su n­ 
day on Onteora Lak e, and an 
8 -year-old

State Police at Kingston re­ 
ported Prendergast was paddling 
a canoe on Onteora Lak e, when 
su ddenly the narrow boat over­ 
tu rned throwing the occu pant 
into the water abou t 60 feet off 
shore.

P e n n C e n t r a l

With many nonrailroad subsidiaries, 
Penn Central is the sixth largest pri 
vate corporation in America. It is the 
nation's largest railroad, created by a 
merger of the New York Central and 
the Pennsylvania Railroad 28 months 
ago. with promises of greater service 
and bigger economies. Nonrail assets 
include 
pipelines, 
real 
estate 
and 
amusement parks. 
Total assets are 
valued at $6.5 billion. 
Yet for lack of $200 million, this 
giant of American industry, after be­ 
ing repulsed for a government-guar­ 
anteed loan, has filed a bankruptcy 
petition for reorganization because of 
a severe cash squeeze and because it 
has been unable to obtain more money 
to 
conduct 
normal 
business. 
The 
money it needed and sought—$200 
million—is covered 32 and a half times 
by assets. Yet banks with whom both 
major roads, before and after the mer­ 
ger, had had cordial relations de­ 
manded a government guarantee be­ 
fore they would loan the money. 
What is this country coming to. 


when an industry cannot float a loan 
against assets 32.5 times the principle 
of the loan? What kind of collateral 
do lenders want? The Penn Central’s 
troubles transcend those of a single 
industry or business. They raise the 
question: What does a small busi­ 
nessman or any other individual need 
these days to get a sizeable loan at a 
bank? 
More than 118.000 persons are inti­ 
mately affected. They are the holders 
of the 23.1 million outstanding shares 
of stock in the company. 
After the 
merger, they saw their stock rise to 
$86 a share. On the eve of bankruptcy, 
a share closed at llVfc. This figure 
marked a drop from the high total 
value of $1,9 86,600,000 to the low total 
of $256,787,500. for a paper loss of 
$1,729 ,812,500. This sum is stock loss, 
not operating loss. The operating loss 
last year was $121.6 million. So far 
this year it is $00 million. The trus­ 
tees' first duty is to find out how such 
losses could occur and what can be 
done to stop them. Too many people 
and businesses depend on the answer.

On June II el-Qaddafi met

Behind the scenes, here is the 
result affecting the Sudan: 
Except for Turkey, Israel. 
Tunisia 
and 
Morocco, 
the 
entire southern rim of the 
Mediterranean is hostile to us. 
Nasser is Moscow’s Castro in 
the Mediterranean. Stooge el- 
Qaddafi. in turn, has lined up 
Libya in this region where we 
have so much at stake. 
The Sudan is a big order 
for 
anybody. 
The 
African 
continent could almost cover 
ail 
of 
the 
United 
States, 
Europe. India, China, and 10 
Japans, and the Sudan alone 
is almost as large as India. 
It is as large as Alaska, 
Texas 
and 
New 
Mexico 
Combined. In the Wet season 
the 
Sudan’s 
Sudd 
region 
alone, probably the world’s 
most desolate and dangerous 
swamp, covers an area larger 
than England. 
On January 1, 1956. the 
Sudan, 
a 
former 
Anglo- 
E g y p t i a n 
condominium, 
declared itself the Republic of 
the 
Sudan 
and 
gave 
the 
British the boot. 
This 
climaxed 
long 
at­ 
tempts. In 1185 Mohammed 
Ahmed, calling himself the 
holy Mahdi ("The Expected 
One"), led a revolution which 
besieged Britain's garrison at 
Khartoum under Gen. Charles 
George ("Chinese” ) Gordon. 
The Mahdi’s savage dervishes 
beheaded this 
British 
hero 
and impaled tys head on a 
pole at Omdurr an, across the 
Nile. 
But Prime Minister William 
Gladstone did nothing and it 


was not until 13 years later 
that Gen. Horatio Kitchener 
avenged Gordon’s slaughter, 
and young Winston Churchill 
rode with 
Kitchener's 
21st 
Lancers in the famous charge 
at Omdurman. 
Today Omdurman is the site 
of a new Sudanese upheaval. 
And this is where Red stooge 
el-Qaddafi fits in. 
Maj. 
Gen. 
Gafaar 
al- 
N i m e i r y , 
who 
once 
unabashedly 
told 
me 
in 
Omdurman that “ the ability 
tc govern here depends on the 
length of your sword.” heads 
the current military regime. 
I tried to tell him that if he 
ever fails to play the Moscow 
game the Communists will 
stand him against a wall and 
pin decorations on his chest 
with bullets. But to no avail. 
Al-Nimeiry is in the Krem­ 
lin's pay.

The CIA finds 
that it was made by the 
Sudan's

religious 
m o v e m e n t . The Ansari 
(“ Followers of the Prophet” ) 
sect. 
Its 
members 
were 
o r i g i n a l l y the desert’s 
fanatical 
dervish 
tribesmen 
who fought under the holy 


Mahdi against Gordon. This 
time they are as anti Russian 
as they were then anti British. 
Their 
leader 
is 
Oxford- 
educated 
Sadik 
Imam 
el 
Hardi 
el Mahdi. 
the great- 
grandson 
of 
the legendary 
holy man. He was Afrlcia's 
youngest 
Prime 
Minister 
when he took office in the 
Sudan for nine months in 
J u l y .
